Anesthetized rabbits undergo cecal perforation in a study evaluating the effect of peritonitis on Acellular Dermal Matrix 
Graft (Alloderm) compared to mesh for abdominal hernia repair. The rabbits receive post operative analgesics 
(buprenorphine) as needed during the duration of the 72 hour study. Antibiotics are not provided as bacterial peritonitis is 
necessary for the study.

Anesthesia and analgesia are provided for pain relief. Some rabbits may develop septicemia secondary to the induced 
peritonitis. Antibiotic therapy intervention is contraindicated since this will confound the level of peritonitis present in 
treated animals that is quantified with peritoneal lavage and subsequent bacterial counts.
